New Mattapoisett Library Director Named

With big shoes to fill, Jennifer Jones was selected 
by the Mattapoisett Library Director Search Committee as 
the new director. 

The Plymouth resident has been working in that 
town's library system for over a decade and was a finalist 
competing against Ellen Snoeyenbos of Halifax, currently 
the director of the West Bridgewater Library. Jones was 
the hands-down favorite it was learned, but she was 
also the only candidate remaining out of a wide field. 
Snoeyenbos withdrew her interest in the position after the 
May 28 in-person interview conducted at the library by 
the Search Committee. 

Jones' education began in Clarke University, 
where she majored in sociology and achieved a cum laude 
Bachelor of Arts degree in 2000. In 2010 Jones graduated 
from Simmons University with a degree in library 
sciences, MSLIS. During her Simmons years, she worked 
fulltime as a youth librarian in Plymouth. 

Feeling it was time for a change after so many 
years in the same community, Jones sought the director 
position in Mattapoisett. She wrote, "I am an experienced 
leader with eight years of staff management, program 
development, facility management in a large public 
library, and fourteen years of experience in public 
libraries." She also noted extensive experience in teen 
services, including summer reading programs and 
strategic planning. Added to her list of accomplishments 
and skills, Jones said she had written grants and is 
proficient in all aspects of library service as well as web 
development. 

During her on-site interview, Jones told the 
committee that she would seek a mentor if she were 
selected, one who could help her develop a greater

understanding of the town's budgetary processes, an area 
that she said she had only recently been exposed to in 
Plymouth. 

Comments from references Jones provided 
the committee included, "...(Jones') thoughtful and 
innovative approach to new programming, fundraising, 
along with an ability to implement those new ideas." 

It was also noted that Jones had reached out to the 
Plymouth community, its historical associations, schools, 
and the county jail to bring the library's presence and 
services to a wide-ranging population and their needs. 
Jones' work with the Greater Plymouth Performing Arts 
Center elevated the group's website, email program, and 
the creation of a policy manual. 

During her interview, Jones said she would first 
need to review how the library's collections are used, and 
possibly explore new ways to display collections. But she 
also believed it was important to get to know the patrons 
and their needs before making too many changes. 

While Jones was the "last one standing" when 
the search process concluded, that did not reflect on how

the committee members felt about her being offered the 
position. "I was in favor of Jennifer when there were two 
candidates," said committee member Elizabeth Sylvia. 
William Coquillette, another committee member, said, 
"We had about thirty resumes, got that down to ten... 
then three finalists." He said that the process had been 
thorough and that, "Jones was selected after quite a 
process. She was a strong candidate; we are not settling 
because she is the only one left."

the contract, one or both of the selectmen will assist in 
that process but added, "We'll want to move quickly if we 
plan on opening the library soon."

Bird Island Lighthouse Attracts Endangered Terns

Bird Island Lighthouse stands as an obsolete 
landmark at the mouth of Marion Harbor, that in modern 
times has found to be a valuable nesting site for two 
species of endangered Terns. 

Now owned and operated by the town itself, 
the lighthouse was built in 1819 for safe shipping traffic 
in and out of the harbor. With the coming of the 19th- 
century industrial revolution in New England, traffic for 
the trading of manufactured products was paramount 
for safe passage from and to many other ports. Then 
the assignment of a lighthouse keeper was essential for 
in-house caretaker of its operation, particularly in foul 
weather. High winds, rough seas, and hazardous duty to 
rescue ship-wrecked victims was an ongoing possibility. 

My wife's great grandfather, Richard Pinkham, 
was at that time the first lighthouse keeper on Nantucket 
Island. He was also the first keeper to chart the waters 
around Nantucket, Martha's Vineyard, and Block Island. 
Perhaps this was his foresight to avoid the consequences 
of poor-navigation, trial and error of safe passage through 
the shoals by way of the channel. 

Like Nantucket, Marion Harbor is tricky to 
maneuver particularly in choppy seas. The lighthouse 
stands on an acre and a half in the channel itself, and for 
sailing vessels with heavy cargo the traditional prevailing 
breeze was helpful, but also unpredictable towards the 
hurricane season. 

In September of 1938, the unpredicted hurricane 
of more than 120 mile an hour winds brought a tidal 
surge of more than 15 feet over the island. The keeper's 
residence, oil shed, and a boathouse were all washed 
away, except for the tower structure itself. The light 
was decommissioned in 1935 and remained so until 
1996, now owned and preserved by the town. A town 
committee was formed as a Bird Island Restoration effort 
that successfully relit the beacon in 1997, after 62 years of 
darkness at the head of Marion's previously historic but 
changing to recreational boating traffic. 

However, in the meantime, the location of the 
island at this focal funnel of a seasonal wind tunnel 
from Buzzards Bay into waters of Cape Ann, had for 
years become a traditional nesting site along the Atlantic 
migrational flyway for both the Roseate and Common 
Terns previously mentioned. 
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Perhaps 
the landmark 
tower was 
seen on the 
thousand- 
mile or more 
journey from 
the West 
Indies as a 
recognizable 
destination 
marker for 
a rocky 

shoreline of nesting sites. Together the arrival of 3,500 
pairs annually accounts for 25 percent of declining 
national population. As illustrated, the Roseate is among 
the most beautiful and elegant of the two, with a black 
head and faintly tinted, rose-colored underbody. It has a 
distinctive, long split tail that flutters in flight, along the 
trailing edge of its plumage. 

The Common Tern is lesser in numbers, but easily 
distinguished by a dark wedge on the outer three of its 
five primaries. For years both their numbers have shown 
a consistently serious decline. The present stewardship 
by the Marion Harbormaster caretaking in support by 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife conservation efforts bore 
remarkable fruit last year with the gift of more than 500 
new nesting boxes for the island.

Dragon Drives in the Fast Lane

Kathy Massey had an unusual encounter on June 
4, capturing a "tegu" dragon along Route 6 just over the 
Marion line. 

"This is a first for me. This thing is wild - wild. 

I can't get over the head," said Massey, who has been 
Mattapoisett's Animal Control Officer the past 23 years 
with 30 years total experience. 

She has seen 

plenty over three decades 
but ranked this adventure 
among the wildest. 

"That's my first 
time picking one of these 
suckers up... oh my God," 
said Massey. "This is one 
of the top - especially the 
guy that called 911, said it 
was a Komodo dragon. That 
(would have been) bad, they 
eat everything... They are 
huge, but when they bite 
something they disburse 
this very slow venom into 
it. They sit around and wait. 

This thing is unbelievable, 
though, prehistoric like a 
dinosaur." 

Late on Thursday morning, a motorcyclist spotted 
the animal while riding along Route 6 and made a 9-1-1 
emergency call that a Komodo dragon was on the loose. 
Turns out it was a tegu dragon, and by noon the tegu 
dragon was being treated for a wound and hydrating in a

tub of water at Mattapoisett Animal Hospital. 

Once the animal was in safe custody, Massey 
did some reading and quickly learned that the dragons 
hibernate and wondered aloud, "Who knows how long 
this thing has been around?" 

It took 15 minutes to secure the animal, which 
had made it across town line into Marion, where Massey 
put her lead around its neck. The dragon "got a little 
squirmy so I put its legs through" so that the loop was 
around the animal's midsection. Meanwhile, Massey 
explained that the Marion animal control officer held the 
net so that the tegu dragon would step into it. 

Massey didn't know the dragon was not 
a Komodo but a tegu until she had delivered it to

Mattapoisett Animal Hospital for its evaluation and spa 
treatment. After having a wound treated, the dragon 
spent its afternoon soaking. The plan was to transport the 
animal to an undisclosed location so it can be nursed back 
to health. "Not my house!" specified Massey, who keeps 
chickens. 

Native to Central and South America, no one 
knew on the day the tegu dragon was captured how long 
it had been in the wild. The possibility that it was released 
by a private owner was not dismissed. As of Monday, the 
animal had not been claimed. 

"We have a tendency to be the cruelest species out 
there," said Massey. 

Exotic and sometimes inappropriate pet keeping 
has inched its way into society, as the hit TV show 
"Tiger King" and several other programs have recently 
illustrated. 

"We had an iguana one time that used to get loose 
every two years when it was in heat. Somebody said they 
had a dinosaur in their bushes. As far as that kind of stuff, 
not often (do we see it), but I'm thinking somebody else 
is going to be missing this thing," said Massey, noting 
that tegu dragons do not require a registration. "They're 
not illegal; you can have them. The only problem -1 
personally wouldn't have anything like that because their 
mouths are filthy, and if they bite you you're going to get 
a heck of an infection." 

Still, capturing and holding a tegu dragon in her 
arms was exciting enough. Massey last felt this far out of 
her comfort zone about 15 years ago when she captured a 
rabid otter. "Nowhere near water," she said of the animal 
that was sent to Connecticut where it tested positive, 
leaving a lingering caution to the public. 

"Any mammal can get rabies," said Massey, "any 
mammal. The only one that's not top of the list (for rabies) 
is a possum."

Fieldstone Farm Market on Route 6 in Marion 
was awarded a license to sell beer and wine on Tuesday 
night during Marion's first public hearing since the 
coronavirus pandemic forced public meetings out of 
municipal buildings and onto remote access platforms.

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Owner Arnie Johnson, known to some in the Tri- 
Town as chairman of Rochester's Planning Board, did his 
own planning for Fieldstone with an abiding desire "to 
promote regional agriculture whenever possible. 

"We've greatly expanded our cheese department 
since we opened three years ago," he told the Board of 
Selectmen, which hosted the hearing as a dry run of sorts 
while other Marion boards anticipate holding necessary 
public hearings in advance of the June 22 Town Meeting. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail and Board 
of Selectmen Randy Parker were safely spaced apart, 
operating on a dedicated phoneline at the Police Station, 
while Johnson, selectmen Norm Hills and John Waterman, 
and any other attendees participated via Zoom. 

Facing no controversy, the town did not see 
through the full operating function of the continued 
hearing, as no one accepted the invitation to the public 
for comment on the matter. Johnson was happy to get the 
license that he says will augment Fieldstone's developing 
assortment of fine cheeses and meats. 

"This would be an extension to go with that," said 
Johnson, who will major on locally produced wine. "My 
intention is to only have a couple of local wineries that 
would be in-line with our (land-use) goals... and possibly 
some craft microbrews." 

Johnson reported that two cheese-tasting events 
held last year at Fieldstone drew approximately 150 
customers. "That got the thoughts brewing toward maybe

expanding like this," he said. Johnson told the selectmen 
he will attend the board's next hearing on Tuesday at 4:15 
pm that will close out the hearing.

with Phase 2 of the state's reopening plan that went into 
effect on June 8. 

The expedited process does not require the 
approval of the state's Alcoholic Beverages Control

Town Meeting Postponed - for Now 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 

By Marilou Newell 

"We don't know where local revenues are going 
to fall or what the state budget will be," said Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco during the June 8 meeting 
of the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen. Selectman Paul 
Silva opened the financial discussion wondering aloud if 
Town Meeting should be postponed at least until August 
to give the town time to adjust budgets prior to holding 
the annual meeting. Lorenco said he agreed with waiting 
to see where local revenues landed and with moving 
forward using the one-twelfth formula allowed by the 
state to continue conducting business until a new FY21 
budget could be approved by the voters. 

Governor Baker granted authority to cities and 
towns throughout the commonwealth to use one-twelfth 
of their FY20 town meeting-approved operating budgets 
to sustain business transactions the town needed, and 
pay salaries and other fixed costs. This fiscal process, 
although not new, became relevant to many communities 
trying to find safe ways to hold town meeting during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

Silva asked Selectman Jordan Collyer his thoughts 
on whether to try and hold a town meeting sooner rather 
than later. Collyer responded, "I'm not sure we know how 
the revenues are going. If we go with one-twelfth, we 
can rule Town Meeting out until we have some level of 
comfort (regarding local and state revenues) and then we 
can look at budgets again." 

Silva agreed, saying, "I don't want to cut things 
out of the budget if we don't have to. By August or 
September we'll have a better idea, let's not come up with 
a date now." 

There was some discussion about reopening the

been in discussions with local restaurants, none have 
provided a fully executed outdoor eating plan to date. 

Lorenco said that he along with consultant 
Mike Gagne had discussed outdoor seating with Turks, 
Pandolfi's Diner, Taste Buds, Captain and Walrus, the 
Inn at Shipyard Park, and Rustico. He said that, while 
each was in the process of figuring out how to offer 
outdoor dining, none had provided a plot plan that 
could be reviewed by the Board of Health. Lorenco said 
that he was hopeful that by next week all plans could be 
finalized and ready to implement. Silva said, "We want to 
do everything we can to help these businesses." He told 
Lorenco, "As soon as you get those (plans), schedule a 
meeting so this can get done." Lorenco said the board did 


not need to meet to approve the plans, prompting Silva to 
say, "Let's go then as soon as they come in."

I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it.

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.

available on the town's website and included such things 
as mandatory wearing of masks, distancing, no group 
over 10 people, no day passes in an effort to keep number 
of beachgoers down, and no one closer than 12-feet from 
the lifeguard stands. 

"Lifeguards will not be enforcing distancing," 
Lorenco said, but they would be charged with monitoring 
to ensure guidelines are being followed. "The beach house 
and showers will be closed," he added, but portable 
toilets will be made available. No beach games will be 
allowed such as volleyball, and he said people should 
plan on "carry in - carry out" policies. Lorenco stated 
that seasonal beach passes can be obtained at the outdoor 
service windows open between 10:00 am and 2:00 pm

Assessors Article Debated for 


Town Meeting Warrant 

Rochester Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee, Capital 
Planning Committee

The Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee and 
Capital Planning Committee convened on Zoom June 8 
for a vote on the 20 warrant articles to be presented at 
Rochester's June 22 Town Meeting. 

Most of the articles had been talked out in prior 
meetings with the Select Board, FinCom, and some 
with Capital Planning. Clarifications were sought and 
obtained, and votes were cast. 

Article 10 was of particular interest to the Board 
of Selectmen and the Finance Committee, as the Board of 
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Assessors has proposed $15,000 to fund state Department 
of Mandates for revaluation costs. This is an increase 
over the $10,000 requested in 2019, the first year of the 
program. 

"They're building up a little mini-fund so they 
did not use the $10,000 from last year," explained Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey explained that 
Principal Assessor Charles Shea will retire (on April 1, 
2021) and the Board of Assessors expects it will need to 
outsource much of the work he has been doing over the 
past decade-plus. "(Spending) might end up actually 
being more than ($15,000)," said Bailey. 

FinCom Chairman Kris Stoltenberg cited the 
potential of other departments "saying the same thing" 
creating an overall trend toward circumventing the 
budget process. "I have real hard time jumping into this 
with both feet," he said. 

"I'm not a fan of building a war chest, then we 
feel like we have to spend it," said FinCom member Peter 
Armanetti. 

Shea went to work for the town in 1988 as 
a contractor and at a time when revaluations were 
required every three years. In the computer age of annual 
revaluations, he has been working for the Board of 
Assessors in a full-time, appointed position. 

"Assessors put in countless hours," said Assessor 
Jana Cavanaugh, noting that Marion and Mattapoisett 
put aside greater amounts to outsource such work. 
Cavanaugh said that five years ago all such work was 
done in house, but other towns now hire out to do 
commercial and residential inspections and building 
permits. 

FinCom member David Arancio said, "We have 
limited commercial property so it's not an apples-to- 
apples comparison to other towns." 

A year from now, Rochester's Board of Assessors 
will be without Shea and, despite the forecast of a 
replacement, is seeking more in the way of financial 
backing. Cavanaugh said that to find someone with Shea's 
expertise and willingness to tackle the jobs he does is not 
available at the salary that Rochester currently pays its 
principal assessor. "If the town does not want to do this, 
fine. But when it occurs, it could be substantial, it could be 
$40, $50, $60,000," she told the meeting. 

"I think we should have a plan that designates 
how all of this is going to go down," said Selectman 
Woody Hartley. "I will make a motion to support this 
(article) this year with the understanding that we have a 
plan next year." 

The Board of Selectmen voted to recommend the 
articles, but FinCom held back its approval. 

The selectmen and FinCom voted to recommend 
the FY21 Annual Town Meeting operating budget (Article 
4) as presented at a total of $22,522,236, representing a 
1.97 percent increase over FY20. Szyndlar said that the 
state Department of Revenue had approved Rochester's

one-twelfth budget as a back-up plan should Town 
Meeting not be held for whatever reason. 

After discussion, the Board of Selectmen, 
FinCom, and Capital Planning Committee all approved 
$99,900 from free cash for a highway excavator and 
related costs for the Highway Department, but the article 
may be pulled on the floor of Town Meeting pending 
further discussion. Szyndlar said the funding for the 
excavator was originally meant to be a Capital Planning 
project, but there was no funding source. 

"I know we need this, but do we need it (now as 
opposed to in the fall)? I will support at this time," said 
Board of Selectmen Vice Chairman Brad Morse. 

Stoltenberg said it would be prudent to hold 
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until the fall town meeting unless the need is urgent this 
summer, and the committee also voted to recommend 
with the understanding that the article will be pulled from 
the warrant on the floor of Town Meeting should it be 
decided that there is no immediate need. 

Article 11, Capital Plan Funding at $97,476 for 
Rochester Memorial School ($26,776 for the second phase 
of its tech upgrade and $16,000 for an HVAC upgrade), 
$7,000 at town hall, $16,550 for a public message board, 
$14,000 for a freezer at the Council on Aging and $9,315 
for a gas furnace and air conditioning upgrade at the 
COA) was approved by the selectmen, FinCom and 
Capital Planning. 

Articles pertaining to town employees include: 
Article 3, a personnel bylaw amendment changing the 
classification and compensation of van drivers up by 
2 percent to minimum wage ($12.75/hour from $12/ 
hour); Article 7, OPEB (other post-employment benefits) 
funds for future obligations at $15,000, the normal annual 
amount; Article 8, an actuary audit every two years to 
fund post-employment at $6,300. 

In an update to the general bylaws. Article 5 was 
voted for the recommendation of departmental revolving 
fund authorizations including an arbor fund from the fees 
paid by Planning Board applicants to invest in planting 
and other funds applicable to waste and recycling, fees 
for stickers for supplies, funds, and contractors. The 
fund would be annual with potential spending capped at 
$203,500. 

Article 14 is a Walnut Plain Construction 
Project vote for $345,769 for all non-town sources to 
fund a construction restriction over all portions of land 
associated with the WPCP The article may be pulled at 
Town Meeting, but it was put in the warrant. 

Two articles were pulled from the warrant. 

One is the call firefighters , service credit, which 
has been postponed to a subsequent town meeting. The 
other, the FEMA maps flood-plain district amendment, 
was pulled by the state. Szyndlar said that towns have 
been told to cease efforts to put that article on town 
meeting. FEMA, she said, will issue new effective dates, 
then towns will have to update their maps. Board of the 
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Selectman Chairman Paul Ciaburri said it's looking like 
that will not happen until the annual spring town meeting 
in 2021. 

Both the selectmen and FinCom voted against 
recommending Article 20, a citizens' petition proposing 
the transfer of $50,000 from free cash to reduce the tax 
rate. 

Before FinCom adjourned, Stoltenberg said 
he hopes the selectmen will address Town Meeting 
on the matter, as will FinCom. "I do think it needs to 
be explained to the town... not at this time," he said, 
citing the financial uncertainty that has come with the 
coronavirus pandemic. "Now that we're into this situation 
where we don't know what the state is going to do, it 
doesn't make sense." 

The selectmen and FinCom recommended Article 
9, a proposed increase to the elderly tax exemption from 
$750 to $1,000, as put forth by the Board of Assessors. 

The Board of Selectmen voted to sign the warrant 
as presented. 

In other business. Hartley's plan for vehicle and 
foot traffic in and out of Town Meeting (Monday, June 
22 at Rochester Memorial School) was discussed with a 
walkthrough planned for June 9. 

Town Clerk Paul Dawson reported that, as of June 
8, Rochester had received 432 vote-by-mail applications, 
which accounts for 9.7 percent of the town's active 
registered voters. 
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The next meeting of the Board of Selectmen is 
scheduled for Monday, June 15, at 11:00 am with a plan to 
vote on road-acceptance articles. 

Green Future for New Chairman 

Marion Energy Management Committee

In their meeting held on June 8, the Marion 
Energy Management Committee met over the Zoom 
platform to provide updates to Marion's future energy 
endeavors. 

Town Planner Gil Hilario provided the committee 
with an update to the Benson Brook Solar Array Project. 
Drone surveys will be conducted to provide aerial 
imaging of the site. Hilario noted that the amount of 
power that can be provided by the site may exceed the 
amount that was initially proposed. 

Committee Member Bill Saltonstall explained 
that further increases in potential power could come with 
the addition of solar panels to the slopes of the landfill. 
The sloping panels would come as added support to the 
panels placed on top of the capped landfill. 

"It seems like their setting just used the top 
portion only, but I am trying to get the slopes used as 
much as possible," said Hilario. In a Board of Selectmen 
meeting, Hilario advocated for the use of panels on the 
slopes of the landfill to increase output. "If they use 
the slope, it's possible they could revise the financial 
statements," Hilario added. 

"The Board of Selectmen may be using outdated 
information," said committee member Jennifer Francis. 
"Many capped landfills use solar panels on their slopes." 

Francis advised the committee to provide 
examples of other towns that have successfully used solar 
panels on the slopes of their landfills. "It would be a win- 
win situation for the contractors and the town," she said. 
"They will have more panels, and we will have more 
renewable energy." 

Hilario provided the committee with an update 
on the Green Communities Planning Project that would 
see the current Marion Community Center heating system 
replaced with electric heat pumps. The heat pumps use 
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electricity to move heat from a cool space to a warm 
space, making the cool space cooler and the warm space 
warmer. 

"We thought about the pros and cons, and we felt 
it was only a small price difference," Hilario explained. 
The heat pumps will be used the majority of the time 
heating the building in external temperatures from 30 
degrees and up. When it gets below 30 degrees, the 
furnace will kick in to support the electric system." 

Hilario explained that heat pumps are an 
innovative change that will support a reduction in the 
town's consumption of fossil fuels. As the heat pumps 
rely only on electric power, they can be supported by 
power generated by solar and wind farms. Amid concerns 
about having two different units requiring maintenance in 
the same building, Hilario explained that the heat pumps 
would use exiting ductwork inside the community center 
and therefore require little attention. 

Saltonstall spoke before the committee to 
address broad issues related to the town's general energy 
consumption. According to Saltonstall, the average of the 
town's electrical cost for Fiscal Year 2018 was $2,500,000. 
Currently, Marion has accrued $2,100,000 in electrical 
costs and is trending in the right direction for significant 
savings. Though the savings are substantial, Saltonstall 
admitted that the decrease in costs was nowhere near 
the 20 percent decrease the town had hoped for over the 
course of a five-year period. 

Saltonstall attributed much of the savings to work 
being done with Future Generation Wind. The wind farm 
has paid the town roughly $90,000 per year and $342,000 
to the town in energy savings over four years. In addition 
to the savings, Saltonstall added that Future Generation 
Wind could assist the town with further energy projects. 
"As we think of work happening this coming year, we 
should remember that we can get help if we apply for it," 
Saltonstall told the committee. 

In the conclusion of his reports, Saltonstall 
explained that the majority of the streetlights in Marion 
had had their existing lightbulbs replaced with more 
efficient LED bulbs. The more efficient lighting is another 
step the committee has taken to transition Marion into a 
greener community. The only streetlights that still need 
to be converted are located on Front Street. Saltonstall 
estimated that this left roughly 15 lights in the town that 
could be updated. 

The committee's final business addressed the 
retirement of Chairman David Pierce from the Energy 
Management Committee. The committee unanimously 
thanked Pierce for his dedication to the committee and for 
the work he has accomplished. 

Pierce's final act on the committee was to 
determine who would replace him in the role of chairman. 
The committee nominated and unanimously carried a 
motion for member Christian Ingerslev to take on the role 
of chairman. 

"This has been a committee I have enjoyed 
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working with over the years/' Pierce said in his closing 
remarks. "The movement forward we have made has 
been so impressive. It has been an honor to serve with 
you, and I have every reason to believe our work will 
continue forward. I wish you all the very best." 

The next Marion Energy Management Committee 
meeting was not yet scheduled at press time. 

Seasons, Steen on Road to Progress 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board tackled a number 
of public hearings in their remote access meeting held on 
June 9 and provided input on updated plans provided by 
the community. 

Significant progress was made in the continuance 
of a public hearing relating to the access road being 
planned for a project at 22 Cranberry Highway. Phil 
Cordeiro, representing an application put forth by 
Steen Realty and Development, noted that most of the 
progress going forward relies on cooperation with the 
representatives from the adjacent Seasons Corner Market. 

John Russell, representing Seasons, explained 
that he had met with Ken Steen on multiple occasions 
to determine details of the plan going forward. "We had 
a productive call, and we are moving forward with a 
solution that will make everyone happy," said Russell. 

Rochester Planning Board Chairman Arnie 
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Johnson explained that the updates to the plans seemed 
to be manageable and that the updated project resolved 
many of the board's previous concerns. "I don't see 
anything that's insurmountable here," said Johnson. 

"I feel confident that over the next couple of weeks the 
engineers will be able to address those concerns." 

Despite most of the plan appearing satisfactory, 
the board did note that the design as proposed seemed 
to have a limited turning radius on the road that leads 
to Route 58. Concerns were raised that the limited space 
for turning might result in a potential hazard, as larger 
vehicles may need to cross into the other side of the road 
to complete the turn. 

Board member Chris Silveira made special 
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mention of the fact that refueling trailers arriving at the 
gas station that accompanies the market may have an 
especially difficult time making the turn safely Silveira 
suggested that, if possible, the road should be widened 
to safely allow large vehicles and trucks to make the turn 
without incident. 

Cordeiro agreed that the plans did not accurately 
demonstrate whether there was sufficient room for such 
vehicles to safely make the turn. He mentioned that he 
would work with traffic engineers to ensure that the road 
and the entrance to the market were at safe and functional 
distances. 

There was some confusion when Walter Hartley, 
representing a plan to divide a property located on Neck 
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Road submitted by William Chamberlain, explained 
that an old access road would have to be removed. The 
division of the property into three new lots for sale would 
mean that the existing access road would need to be 
discontinued. 

Hartley explained that the existing road was used 
by the Decas Cranberry Company to quickly transport 
goods from the bog to the road. With the division of the 
lot, the new owners will likely want the road removed. 
Although Hartley claimed that the road is private and 
there is nothing legally stating it must remain in use. 
Planning Board member Ben Bailey noted that tax maps 
for the town of Rochester show that the road is shown 
and named Ridge Road. Hartley explained that the road 
was not shown on the assessor's map. "We have done 
our research," Hartley explained. "There is nothing in our 
deed that says it's there. We don't think it has any legal 
standing." 

As the road is located on private property, the 
board agreed that the discontinuation of the road's use 
would not impact their determination on whether the 
proposed plans would require approval from the board. 
Ultimately, in a unanimous vote, the board decided that 
no further approval for the plans would be required. 

The meeting began with an update from Evan 
Watson of Prime Engineering regarding a permit 
application for a ground-mounted, solar photovoltaic 
array filed by Greg Carey. As the project progressed, 
Watson responded to the need for additional screening 
on the property by including a vegetated easement to the 
plans. 

The easement was included in the plans after 
Watson discussed the desire for added screening to the 
solar array raised by owners of neighboring properties 
located on Sarah Sherman Road. "We believe that within 
the next couple of weeks we will have an easement 
drafted and signed," Watson told the board. 

Watson noted that the easement would guarantee 
that existing trees are not the only measure screening the 
array from neighboring properties. "We are developing 
sightline plans from the adjacent residents," said Watson. 
"These show the views from outside the array, and how 
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the trees on our property and the easement provide 
screening for abutting properties." 

The plan is nearing its conclusion, and Watson 
reported that the final steps for completion involve 
working with the Rochester Conservation Commission to 
resolve final additions to the plan relating to the drainage 
calculations for the site. 

After approving minutes from the following 
meeting, the board moved on to discuss the potential for 
in-person meetings in the future. Johnson explained his 
hope for a potential meeting to take place in the future 
that would be a hybrid between remote and in-person 
meetings. 

While it is likely that such a meeting will take 
place in the future. Town Counsel Blair Bailey suggested 
that the meetings should continue to be held remotely 
until proper instructions and plans for a hybrid meeting 
could be provided to the public. 

The next Rochester Planning Board meeting is set 
to take place remotely on June 23. 

Mattapoisett to Apply for MVP Grant 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

During a very brief Conservation Commission 
meeting on June 8, the commissioners voted to send 
a letter of support to the Mattapoisett Water and 
Sewer Department as they plan the filing of Municipal 
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Vulnerability Grant applications. 

The state program funds activities as cities 
and towns prepare environmental resiliency plans and 
identify and implement priority projects. The program 
helps communities define climate-related hazards, 
existing and future climate-related vulnerabilities, risk 
assessment, and action on priority items. One such project 
in Mattapoisett is the sewer system that runs through 
marsh and wetland areas near Eel Pond. 

In other business, a Certificate of Compliance 
was granted to William and Debra Poutsiaka, 4 Maple 
Road. Representing the applicants was Mark Manganello, 
assistant director of Ecological Services, LEC Consulting. 
Manganello said that he had reported on the planting 
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plan over the last three years and recently met on site 
with landscape architect Michael Williams. He said he 
was satisfied that the applicant had met the conditions 
set forth by the commission and that ongoing conditions 
would include yearly post-growing-season reporting. The 
commissioners approved the request. 

All other matters were continued at the request 
of applicants until ConCom's June 22, meeting. Those 
filings are: a Request for Determination of Applicability 
from Bria and Patricia O'Neill, 11 Mechanic Street, for the 
construction of a 22x25.5-foot garage, 10-foot addition, 
6-foot covered porch and new driveway and deck within 
a FEMA flood zone; a Notice of Intent by Dale Leavitt 
of Blue Stream Shellfish, LLC, for shellfish and algae 
farming in Nasketucket Bay; a Request to Amend a Notice 
of Intent filed by Jesse Davidson, 22 Pine Island Road, 
for changes to plans for a home, driveway and grading; 
and a Certificate of Compliance request from Alexander 
Makkas, 16 Island View Avenue. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, June 
22, at 6:30 pm via remote meeting; codes will be posted on 
the town's website. 

Point Road Path Makes Slow Progress 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

Chairman John Rockwell told the June 4 Marion 
Open Space Acquisition Commission meeting that he 
and commission member Jeff Oakes are working on 
getting a Notice of Intent together to present to the town's 
Conservation Commission for a wetlands replication area 
to compensate for concessions that they are hoping to 
obtain in an Order of Conditions for the Point Road Path 
project. 

"Jeff was very smart and got the wetlands 
replication area within our easement area. It's just 400 
square feet so we snuck it in," said Rockwell. "I'm just 
doing the drainage calculations and then we'll be good for 
filing Notice of Intent." 

The NOI is for the permit application for the 
end of the Wetlands Act because the Point Road Path 
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will fill in about 400 square feet of wetland, according to 
Rockwell. 

"It can be a short process or a long process. I've 
never found it to be predictable," Rockwell explained 
to commission member Alan Harris. "It's at least two 
meetings. (ConCom will) have questions, then you have 
to answer those questions." 

Rockwell told commission members he would 
distribute the application to them for review, then seek an 
appointment with the Board of Selectmen. According to 
Rockwell, the selectmen will have to sign as the owners 
of Point Road, and are also owners of the easement that 
the commission is working on. He attributed the "slow 
going" to COVID-19. 

"Fortunately, you guys got a lot of on-the-ground 
work done pretty quickly at the beginning of the year, 
and the part where we had people come out and look at it 
while people could still look at things together so that was 
good," said commission member Amanda Chase. 

Rockwell noted that the fieldwork was finished in 

January. 

Oakes, who would join the Zoom meeting in 
progress, suggested that the commission "stake out" 
the remainder of the path where tree cutting would 
presumably take place and get the ball rolling on some 
parallel planning so that the overall project might be 
further along once ConCom responds to the NOI. "That's 
the critical path and it's going to be a long one," he said.

Rockwell initially called it "a good idea" but upon 
further clarification wanted to get the NOI out of the way 
first. He said they can take advantage of the "dead space" 
in between the filing of the NOI and further meetings 
with ConCom. 

The commission also tackled the subject of 
signage for conservation areas. Rockwell adapted some 
previously used signs and presented to the commission 
the signage as a color scheme. 

The sign for Great Swamp Conservation Area 
says "Have a Nice Walk," "No Motorized Vehicles," 
"Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission" and the 
email address openscape@marionma.gov. 

"It's not very professional-looking, but it has that 
homespun look which is good," said Rockwell, noting 
that the hand-drawn sign also fits the commission's 
budget of zero. He displayed an 18x12 inch, repurposed 
parking sign that he had sprayed the previously used side 
black to block out its former message. 

Commission member Casey Gunschel was 
hoping to have a stencil made to bypass the artistic 
challenge and then be able to confidently produce the 
necessary signs. Chace and Town Planner Gil Hilario both 
liked the hand-painted sign. 

Rockwell explained that the same information 
can go on signs for Grassi Bog and Goldavitz Bog 
conservation areas. Gunschel stressed the need for exact 
wording before attempting to produce more signs. Harris 


will work on a separate parking sign for Goldavitz Bog. 

"I like to have 'Conservation Area' in the wording 
so people know it's not a park, it's not a party site. It's 
a conservation area where you can take a walk," said 
Rockwell. "It's different from other town properties in 
that it's for conservation." 

Harris said that open-space maintenance is 
lacking with mowing during tick season. "I would love to 
mow at Grassi Bog," he said. "We had hoped for the DPW 
to possibly pencil us in, but it's not happening... It's an 
amazing tick-collecting site at the moment." 

Rockwell said he will reach out to Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail, Department of Public 
Works Director David Willett and Board of Selectmen 
Chairperson Randy Parker to request their assistance in 
the matter. "It has to be cut because people can't use it. 
We're getting into prime tick season, June and July. June 
is bad," said Rockwell. "We have to get the town into 
mowing our paths; some are mowed, some are not." 

Seniors are typically involved in helping with 
open-space maintenance via cooperation with the Council 
on Aging, but Hilario cautioned the commission that 
COA Director Karen Gregory has put senior workers on 
hold since the coronavirus pandemic affected Marion's 
operations. 

The commission entered executive session to 
discuss land acquisition and did not return. The next 
meeting of Marion's Open Space Acquisition Commission 
was not announced.

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girls varsity basketball team, along with some former 
teammates who had previously graduated. Each of the 
players honored the nine-year Bulldogs junior varsity 
head coach and varsity assistant coach by wearing their 
black uniforms with black joggers. 

"It almost like was an honor guide," former Old 
Rochester girls varsity coach Bob Hohne said. "I know 
it brought me to tears, and to Paula Gardner (Glenn's 
wife)." 

The former Hastings Middle School teacher also 
impacted his hometown Fairhaven community, working 
as a longtime varsity coach in softball, field hockey, and 
basketball. No matter where he went and who he worked 
with, Gardiner always did everything he could for 
student-athletes. 

"I think he had a great rapport with the kids," 

Old Rochester athletic director Bill Tilden said. "We don't 
have a freshman program, it's a JV program. But a lot of 
those kids, it was their first time playing basketball and 
they're mixed in with kids that are battling for a varsity 
spot. He found a way to break down all the drills so all 
the kids understood it. Sometimes it's easy to talk over 
kids' heads when you're trying to explain certain defenses 
or what you're working on. But he found a way to really 
reach all those kids. 

"One of the best parts is they never were worried 
about — if they didn't understand, they were willing to 
go to him with questions and they weren't too nervous 
because they should have got it already because the other 
kids are already doing it right. He was so approachable to 
all the kids, whether they were varsity or JV." 

Hohne saw the same thing in Gardner. 

"In terms of teaching the game, he was very, very 
sound fundamentally," Hohne said. "And he was an ideal 
match for our young JV players because he was patient 
with them. But also, he was demanding with them. He 
expected a level of performance for them that increased 
during the course of the season." 

Gardner's efforts did not end with student- 
athletes. He gave everything he could for everyone, all the 
time. 

"It didn't matter if you were a student or a 
colleague or somebody he might have just met off the 
street, he would give you the shirt off his back," Tilden 
said. "He would be the guy that would pull over to help 
you change a tire on your car, even if he didn't know who 
you were. He was just one of those people - no matter 
what - if you saw somebody in need, he was there for 
them." 

Although it's difficult to pinpoint one moment 
that encapsulates Gardner, Hohne looks at the entire 2019- 
20 basketball season as a season-long illustration of the 
person and coach. 

"I think what defined him as a coach," said 
Hohne, "was the idea that his health was failing even in 
December when the season started, and during the course 
of the season you could see him declining, his health 
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declining. I said, 'Glenn, I'll come down and help you 
with the JV practice if you want/ And he said, 'No, my 
job is the JV practice. I plan, I conduct it.' And Russ Bailey 
was my freshman coach — although, we haven't had a 
freshmen team — (Bailey) would sometimes go down and 
help. But (Gardner) said, 'You stay at the high school and 
you make sure we've got the plans down on what we're 
going to do on what drills. Then, he'd come up to the 
varsity practice. 

"(Gardner) was part of all the drills, but when 
we broke down into big men and little men, he always 
went down with the big men. I said, 'You know, I can 


stand at midcourt and do both. Take a rest.' He says, 'No. 
I'm going to do what I'm supposed to do as your first 
assistant.' So, as a JV coach, he never missed the practice. 
As a first assistant varsity coach, he never missed a 
practice. He felt he was obligated to do both." 

A scholarship will bear Gardner's name, and 
a memorial celebration of his life is scheduled for 
September 13 at Century House in Acushnet.

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Reverend Robert Alan Richards, 74, of 

Orleans formerly of Wareham passed away 
on Thursday May 28,2020. 

On January 27,1946, Robert A. 
Richardson made an epic debut at his 
family property in Orleans, Massachusetts 
during a giant blizzard. So powerful was 
the storm that the midwife barely made it to the house in time 
to welcome this extraordinary spirit into the world. Bob’s 
story began as it concluded, in his family home 74 brilliant 
years later on May 28, 2020 following a valiant fight against 
esophageal cancer. 

Born to Charles F. and Dorothy (Hurd) Richardson, 
Bobby’s childhood was never short on adventure or hard 
work. He grew up running along the flats of Rock Harbor and 
Skaket Beach, building sand castles and fishing as much as 
possible. Bob loved his mother fiercely and he so admired his 
big sister, Joanne (Tramontana), laughing at holiday parties 
and sending lottery tickets to each other every birthday until 
Joanne’s passing last year. The bond that he shared with his 
big brother Wayne was one for the story books: countless 
hours were spent working on the family fishing boat, (Con¬ 
quest), running through the (then undeveloped) fields of Orle¬ 
ans, camping on hunting trips in Maine, and getting into just 
enough trouble to keep their parents on their toes, both with a 
mischievous twinkle in their bright blue eyes. 

Over the years, Bob held many titles and worked in 
several professions. Years of working for the family busi¬ 
nesses in commercial fishing and licensed plumbing were 
peppered with tenures as a high school history teacher, a 
registered nurse, a solar panel installer, a world record setting 
cross country bicyclist, and finally, as a minister for the United 
Church of Christ - his true calling. The Reverend Robert A. 
Richardson adored a captive audience and never once “recy¬ 
cled” a sermon even after being called to a new church.

celebrations for family, friends, parishioners and sometimes 
strangers. 

Bob’s proudest achievements in life were his children 
(Pamela Soderholm, Seth, Katie Carr, and Peter). He loved 
and admired each of his children immeasurably and shared 
unique and priceless bonds with all four. Among his gifts to 
them were his love for yard sales, cycling, binoculars, black 
and white horror movies, The Three Stooges, Christmas, ham 
salad and the ocean. But most importantly, his love for life, 
utter silliness and laughter were the gifts he joyfully passed 


along to his kids and to all six of his grandsons - Matt, Nick, 
George, Henry, Milo and Felix. Bob always said that grand¬ 
fathers are little boys, just in ancient bodies and he embodied 
that concept to its fullest. 

Bob’s love for his children came second only to the 
greatest love of his life, his best friend and wife of nearly 50 
years, Carol (Sataline) Richardson. Their boundless love was 
one founded on a friendship and respect envied by most. Bob 
had an uncanny ability to find silver linings through all kinds 
of weather, even through a stage four cancer diagnosis and a 
pandemic. He embraced every moment he spent with Carol 
and looked upon darker times (“his & her” hip replacements, 
quadruple bypass surgery, foot surgery, chemotherapy, radia¬ 
tion and quarantine) as an opportunity to simply “be” together, 
just them. Bob Richardson’s happy place had no fixed spot on 
a map and could not be located on Google Earth because his 
happiest place was simply anywhere that Carol was. He took 
great comfort before his passing in knowing that all four of his 
children had found equal happiness in their marriages to Tom 
(Pammy), Hattie (Seth), Kevin (Katie) and Meredith (Peter). 

Though this great man went by several names - Rob¬ 
ert, Bob, Bobby, Reverend Richardson, Pastor Bob, The Egg 
Man, son, son-in-law, brother, uncle, husband, Dad, Grampa, 
Poppi - his family and friends know that he has found his 
reserved spot in heaven next to his mother, sister, father-in- 
law and multitude others who have been waiting to welcome 
him. Robert A. Richardson passed peacefully in his home, 
surrounded by his wife, brother, sons and daughters and their 
spouses following a week of hospice care there.

Maybe they weren't quite as practiced as the attorney, 
but they spoke with common sense and "yes"... spoke 
thoughtfully too. 

One man told us his daughter said she did "not 
want to even drive by Industrial Drive again" if we voted 
to allow this drug center to be built there. 

Another Member questioned the accuracy of the 
figures comprising the projected financial windfall the 
Town would realize as he methodically dismantled their 
whole financial argument. 

A young man spoke last... enthusiastically 
supporting the Article and use of marijuana in general 
saying that whatever our generation thought was really 
"irrelevant" ... marijuana was here to stay. 

I wanted to tell him, "No, actually we're all 
relevant and will be so long after we're gone ... to 
our families, communities and country. The fabric of

our lives is woven from the fine threads of all our acts 
and deeds, past and present.

Star Wars: The Rise of Sky walker. Starring Daisy Ridley 
and Adam Driver. Directed by J.J. Abrams. Running 
time: 142 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now available 
on physical and streaming home media. 

And so we return one final time to the Skywalker 
family. After Star Wars Episode IX: The Rise of Skywalker, 
we are told, there will be no more stories told about the 
spawn of Darth Vader and their various friends, spawn, 
and acolytes. With this, I officially lose interest in the 
Star Wars franchise; even back in 1983, when I thought 
Star Wars was over, I couldn't find any hunger for the 
comics or the "expanded universe" novels or any of the 
other things Lucasfilm devised to keep the brand a going 
concern until George Lucas revisited the saga sixteen 
years later. So the multimedia Joseph Campbell rewrite 
will have to chug along without me. 

This last go-round neither disappointed nor 
thrilled me; it just exists. There's always something going 
on, and that's part of the problem: there's never not 
something going on, no pause for breath, no beauty or 
poetry. We ain't got time for that now. The Final Order, a 
bunch of bad guys led by the Big Bad Guy, the resurgent 
Emperor Palpatine, plans to subjugate or destroy every 
planet everywhere. The Good Guys leap to the rescue — 
identity-crisis Jedi in training Rey (Daisy Ridley), rash 
pilot Poe (Oscar Isaac), former stormtrooper Finn (John 
Boyega). Meanwhile, good-bad guy Kylo Ren (Adam 
Driver) wants to save Rey from Palpatine. His deal is as 
tangled as ever. 

Some thematic relevance could be teased out of 
the previous entries. The Force Awakens (2015) and The Last 
Jedi (2017). The latter, which I consider the best of the new 
trilogy, dripped some poison into the ears of the faithful. 
Luke Skywalker (Mark Hamill), like Achilles, renounced 
the heroic code; he literally tossed his lightsaber over his 
shoulder in disgust. Well, we'll have none of that now, 
not with non-entity J.J. Abrams (who made the first of 
the sequel trilogy) at the helm. Abrams' insight seems to 
be that the fans want endless lightsaber duels and shoot- 
outs and spacecraft looping around. Some of the action 
has a shoot-the-works electricity, but the special effects 
are as hectic, busy, and essentially insecure as anything in 
Lucas' prequel trilogy. Abrams strains so hard not to lose 
our attention that, through sheer narrative vehemence, he 
loses it anyway. 



There are some pleasures. I felt it would be 
churlish to try to make out the seams in Carrie Fisher's 
performance — cobbled together from unused footage 
— as General Leia. I was grateful for however much the 
moviemakers could give me of her. Billy Dee Williams, 
as the returning Lando Calrissian, comes through with 
a suave turn that helps to remind us that acting was 
once possible in these things. (Adam Driver just about 
sprains something trying to make something real out of 
Kylo Ren's nightmares of conscience, but he did better 
under the tutelage of Rian Johnson, a real director, on 
The Last Jedi.) The young trinity of new stars sprint this 
way and that, hopping from world to world, in search of 
a McGuffin called "the wayfinder" that will lead them 
to the lair of Palpatine. This dark emperor is as boringly 
eeeeeevil as ever, and his connection to one of the heroes 
feels underdone, as if Abrams and his writers were 
wincing and hoping the parallels to a similar revelation in 
The Empire Strikes Back wouldn't strike us as too blatant. 

We're frequently reminded of the stakes — this 
needs to happen or the bad guys will be very bad and 
everyone will die — yet the demands of fantasy on this 
budgetary level guarantee there are no real stakes. People 
die but come back one way or another; the total outcome 
is never in doubt. Here and there, a bit of business tugs 
at the old nostalgic feelings: Daisy Ridley's teardrop 
falling on Carrie Fisher's (or a double's) shoulder; a droid, 
cowed by past abuse, who declines a human's touch with 
a prim but slightly panicked "No, thank you." Even old 
Luke returns as a force ghost, reassuring Rey and us that 
he was wrong and it's important for good to stand up 
to evil. That point is made here in the most generic of 
ways; it doesn't risk resonating with the world we live 
in, which even Lucas' goofball prequels at least tried to 
do. That much-derided "deathstick" bit in Attack of the 
Clones , for instance, at least tried to engage with human 
frailty outside the franchise, albeit in a laughable dad way 
Nothing like that here.

The last of "Witchcraft" 
Mark Haskell's descendants 
was Eugenia Haskell. She has 
always caught the imagination 
of Rochester historians. Born in 
1819 she was said to have been 
a "youthful beauty" with many 
lovestruck suitors. Eugenia had a unique and interesting 
personality and could speak knowledgeably about books, 
plays, politics and current events. She entertained poets, 
philosophers, and at least one President at her home. 

Eugenia never married and eventually lived alone 
at the family home on Walnut Plain Road, which she 
managed with the help of a hired hand. My favorite story 
about Eugenia is that as she was entertaining guests in her 
drawing room, the hired hand came in to say that one of 
the cows had a turnip stuck in its throat. Eugenia excused 
herself to her guests and went out to the barn. While the 
hired man held the cow's mouth open, she pushed up the 
sleeve of her "dainty" gown, reached in, and pulled out 
the turnip. Then she went back to her guests. I hope she 
washed her hands first. 

Eugenia died tragically at 89 in 1907 when an 
early blizzard struck unexpectedly. Alone, she went to 
tend to the animals in the barn. When her hired man was 
finally able to get there, he found her, frozen to death.

Buzzards Bay Watershed Ride 

The Buzzards Bay Watershed Ride provides 
one of the most scenic coastal cycling courses in all of 
New England, and it returns for its 14th year on Sunday, 
October 4. Cyclists of all ages and abilities can sign 
up now to bike 35, 75 or 100 miles at the Buzzards Bay 
Watershed Ride by visiting www.savebuzzardsbay.org/ 
ride. 

The Watershed Ride is a fun community event 
that supports a great cause: clean water in Buzzards 
Bay. More than 300 cyclists participate in the Watershed 
Ride each year, pedaling through 11 coastal communities 
and passing more than 3,300 acres of conservation land 
protected by the Buzzards Bay Coalition and other 
conservation organizations. 

Starting in Little Compton, R.I., the 100-mile 
route travels past coastal farms and villages, picking up 
the 75-mile riders at Horseneck Beach State Reservation 
in Westport and the 35-mile riders at idyllic East Over 
Farm in Rochester. All three route options finish together 
at a waterfront celebration in Woods Hole on Cape Cod, 
complete with cheering supporters, a hot dinner, beer 
and wine bar, live music, and complimentary massages. 
With a fun food truck lunch stop, water and snack stations 
every 20 miles, ace bike mechanics on the route, and 
shuttles for both people and bikes, cyclists are well cared 
for and supported. 

Dartmouth resident Sandra Medeiros is preparing 
to participate in her fifth Watershed Ride with the South 
Coast Bikeway Alliance team. "I ride because I love my 
Bay. I swim in it, kayak on it and hike and ride along it. I 
appreciate all that the Coalition does to protect it. Giving 
residents equal opportunity to all that the South Coast 
offers along with clean water is important. 

"Our South Coast Bikeway Alliance team 
supports these efforts and like the Coalition is working 
to connect communities," Medeiros said. "The 50-mile 
Bikeway, when completed, will connect people and places 
in the South Coast with pathways that offer safe, equitable 
transportation as well as opportunities for recreation." 

Last year, riders like Sandra raised a total of more 
than $220,000 to support the Coalition. Each rider raises a 
minimum of $300, and prizes go to riders and teams that 
raise the highest totals. Many riders form a team with 
friends and training groups like the "Bourne Rail Trail 
Blazers," "ReThink Plastics," and "Cape Cod MOVES."
